| Attack Threatened 
| On Police Station 


After Shooting by Detec- 
tive in Arresting Man, 
Kansas Mob Gathers in 
Front of Station. 


NO ATTEMPT MADE 


TO DISPERSE CROWD | 


All Police in County Are 

Called in and Cry for 
Help Is Sent to the

Wichita, Kans., February 13.—A 
mob is threatening an attack on po- 
lice station, following the probable 


fatal shooting last night of Charles 


Forman, an oll field worker, and 


the alleged beating pe arrest of 
his DHrother, Everett. Forman is 
said to have been shot by *a plain- 
clothes officer in the business sec- 
tion of Augusta near midnight last 
night when two detectives attempt- 
ed to arrest the brothers. 

Early tonight a mob formed and 
members expressed their intention 
of attacking the station. The mob 
is stationed across the street from 
the station and no effort has been 
made to disperse it. RBvery officer 
in Butler county is reparted to have 
been summoned to Augusta and it 
was stated over long-distance tele- 
phone that efforts were being made 
to have Governor Allen ¢all out the 
Wichita companies of the national 


guard. 


Topekai Kans., February 13.— 
When informed of the disturbance 
at Augusta late tonight, Governor 
Allen immediately instructed Adju- 
tant General Charles G. Martin to 
get in touch with officials at Au- 
gusta and to take any action nec- 
é@éssary to prevent a possible lynch- 
ing there. 


Emmett Kilpatrick 


Is Alive ahd Well,

Mobile, Ala., February 13.--Em- 
mett Kilpatrick, of Uniontown, 
Ala., Red Cross worker, imprisoned 


by the Russians in Moscow, is alive 
and well, according to the first let- 
ter received from him since his 


incarceration, but he is in need of 


In the letter received by his 
Dr. D. C. Kilpatrick, he 
appeals for food by which he may 
live until he ig released. 

The letter reached his 
through a Dane, who was impris- 
oned with Kilpatrick, but who has 
been liberated. 

“I am hungry but happy,” young 
Kilpatrick writes, “and am in the 
same prison with a prime minister, 
minister of war, king and crown 
"oem and an American, a flier 
from the Polish front. 

“For forty days I did the ‘fast’ 
but better now and am_ gaining 
strength, if only the Red Cross will 


food. 


- gend me some food.” 


Young Kilpatrick expressed the 
hope that some day he will be freed 
and writes of the time when he 
will be able to return to Alabama. 
He states that he was permitted to 
advise the United States secretary 
of state of his plight and that he 
hopes to have Uncle Sam _ handle 
his case and ultimately secure his 
freedom. 

Dr. Kilpatrick states that he will 
again appeal to the members of the 
Alabama delegation in congress to 
press his brother’s case. He stat- 
ed that he would also ask the Red 
Cross officials to see that young 
Kilpatrick is properly fed.

Of Rise in, Prices 
|\Has Been Cancelled:

This Is Report of Brad- 
streets, Figured to Feb- 
ruary Il. 


Bradstreet’s Index Number as of 
February 1, 1921, was $12.3689, a 
decline of 2.3 per cent from January 
1 and of 40.7 per cent from the 
high. level of Februar 1, 1920, but 
a gain of 40 per cent over August 
1, 1914. This decline of 2.3-per cent 
as a result of January activities 
compared. with a decline of 7 per 
cent in Décgember, 13 per cent in 
November, 7.2 per cent in October, 
5.9 per cent in September, 4.5 per 
cent in August, 2.9 per cent in July, 
2.6 per cent in June and 4.1 per 
cent in May. April of last year, it 
may be recalled, saw a slight. rise, 
one-tenth of one per cent, following 
a decline of three-tenths of one per 
cent in March. 


The above figures indicate that 
just about 70 per cent of the great 
rise from August’l, 1914, to Feb- 
ruary 1, 1921, has been canceled 
since the latter date.

Washington, February 13.—Only 
fifteen working days are left to 
congress before adjournment sine 
die, not one of the regular appro- 
priation bills has finally been enact- 
ed and practically all important 
legislation is in the air. 

Passage early this week by the 
senate of the Fordnéy emergency 
tariff bill, however. is expected to 
break the jam, at least of the ap- 
propriation measures. Leaders be- 
lieve that it still is possible, with 
night seasions to get through all of 
the money bills, with the exception, 
possibly, of the navy and army ap- 
-prepriations. 

The emergency tariff bill is to be 
givem exclusive right of way to- 


morrow in. the senate after a cal- 
endar call of bills for passage by 
unanimous consent, and a vote on 
it is expected by Tuesday or Wed- 
nesday.

“I would like to fight this thing 
out with Senator Dial—or. rather 
Banker -Dia!l,” the judge asserted as 
he sat in a box.in a downtown 
theater preparatory to making an 
address before the Chicago Society 
of the Polish National Alliance. 

“What's he paying his bank tel- 
lers? 

“What's he paying in his conten 
mills? 

“The genator has see fit to turn 
the spotlight on me. He attacks. me 
for going slow in imposing a sen-/ 
tence upon a $90-a-month clerk, 
handling thousands of dollars daily.

London, February 13,5—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Ring George, 
accompanied by Queen Mary, the 
Prince of Wales and the wWuke of 
York, at noon Tuesday will open a 
Session of parliament which prom- 
ises to be a test of continuance ol 
the coalition government of Premier 
Lloyd-George. Constructive meas- 
ures-~wWhich head the program in- 
clude the new budget, schemes of 
protection to safeguard key indus- 
tries against foreign competition 
and prevent the dumping of foreign 
goods and also for remedying ex- 
change conditions, a plan for relief 
of the unemployed, probably by pub- 
lic works, new drink licensing reg- 
ulations, creating of Irish parlia- 
ments under the home rule bill and 
reform of the house of lords. 

There is much rumor that the 
government will try to spike the 
guns of those* criticising it for 
waste by presenting an economy 
budget providing for a total ex- 
penditure-of 950,000,000 pounds ster- 
ling. The protection schemes for 
which the free traders are prepar- 
ing ambushes have not yet been 
disclosed nor the new licensing sys- 
tem. The drink trade is still un- 
der the board of control created 
during the war as a temporary 
measure to meet special conditions. 

The first Tuesday in April is con- 
sidered the probable day for bring: 
ing into effect the home rule act. 
The present outlook is that only 
the Ulster zovernment will be form- 
ed, in which event the viceroy and 
chief secretary for Ireland will 
nominate Irish privy councillors to 
form an assembly which will exer- 
cise the powers of a parliament 
until conditions-in Ireland become 
more peaceful and an attempt can 
be made to operate the act in the 
south.

THE METRIC SYSTEM. 


congress is an act designed to 
put the United States on_ the 
decimal metric unit basis of 
weights and measures, in keeping 
with the system now in use gen- 
erally throughout Europe, and 
there seems to be no valid reason 
why it should not become law, for 
it certainly is in line with modern 
thought and progress. 

Our money is denominated ac- 
cording to the decimal system; 
then, why should not the same 
} standard be applied to our weights 
and measures generally? 

The whole plan is in the inter- 
est of international uniformity of 
commercial standards, of sim- 
plicity and economy in commercial 
and business transactions. 

Of what significance such a re- 
form by the United States would 
be in its bearing upon our status 
as a world power is succinctly 
stated by former Secretary of 
Commerce William C. Redfield, 
who says: 

“If we want to throw the bus!- 
ness of the United States into the 
hands of a Germany of the future, 
into the hands of the French steel 
and iron manufacturers; if we wish 
to develop the business of Italy. 
Holland, Denmark and Spain, we 
can do it perfectly well, and build 
up the business of those countries 
at the expense of our own, by con- 
fining ourselves to feet and inches, 
Which do not work well in other 
countries and which the world will 
not have. 

“We may just as well get ready 
to adjust ourselves to the great 
world by making this advance to 
the metric standards, * * * 

“It would not cause loss to any 
American concerns, nor bring nec- 
essary changes: with any sudden 
Pauls Hous fs 
“We should make the changes 
patiently, considerately ‘and pro- 
gressively.” 

The pending measure provides 
for the gradual advance suggested 
by Mr. Redfield, the transition 
period of evolution from our pres- 
ent system of weights: and meas- 
ures to the decimal metric 
System to cover ten years. 
Political economists and author- 
ities on commerce and business 
generally have heartily recom- 
mended and . indorsed this pro- 
posed reform, .and more. than 
100,000 petitions asking for favor- 
able action by congress are now 
on file with the department of 
commerce. In fact, it is stated by 
those who have long been actively 
promoting this movement that 
less than one per cent of the peo- 
ple are against it, and they for 
reasons that, it is maintained, are 
not above question as to motive. 
Since adoption of the » metric 
standards undoubtedly would 
greatly aid both domestic and 
world trade, education, engineer- 
ing and industry, it is to be hoped 
that the pending. legislation will 
be given favorable consideration, 
and as soon as possible.

By getting solidly in line behind 

the pending proposal’ to levy a 
$8,850,000 draft upon  Atlanta’s 
more than $12,000,000 of unused 
bonding credit organized labor will 
be capitalising a rare opportunity 
to enhance its own interests in more 
ways than one. 
In the first place, the bonding 
proposal is essentially intended to 
benefit the masses—the traditional 
“ninety per cent” of the city’s pop- 
ulation, 

Its objective is a vast fund, ade- 
quately safeguarded, to be dis- 
bursed in the development and im- 
provements of the public facilities 
upon which depend the _ physical 
and mental, and, in a sense, the 
spiritual, well-being, the health and 
happiness of the “ninety per cent.” 

Its purpose, then, is humanita‘ 
rian, progressive and high; and in 
that its purpose parallels the fun- 
damentals of the labor movement. 

In supporting this proposal the 
Atlanta voter will be championing 
a principle for which organized la- 
bor has been contending for years; 
a principle—that of prorating the 
costs of permanent improvements 
among their beneficlaries—a princi- 
ple in accordance with which the 
very structural home of organized 
— in Atlanta was built and paid 
or! 

And, moréover, the actual benefit 
it will.be to the labor movement 
itself for organized labor to have 
been tacitly identified-first as 
proponent, then as champion—with 
the achievement of the most far- 
reaching and magnificent forward 
step ever taken in the, history of 
Atlanta can not be fully appraised 
in this generation nor be even 
measurably expressed in words! § 

To say that fadequate and effi- 
cient public facilities mean more to 
the working masses than to any 
other element of our population is 
simply to recite a truth that is ap- 
parent on its face and known to 
everybody. 

If, for instance, the public schools 
are inadequate, so are the educa- 
tional opportunities of the work- 
ing man’s children. 

If the public water, sewer, san- 
itation and hospital facilities are 
not up to standard requirements, 
the laboring man and his family 
will be the ones to suffer. 

The rich citizen or the affluent 
employer of labor is in an alto- 
gether different situation. 

If the public schools are defec- 
tive, he can employ a tutor for his 
children, or pay tuition #for their 
education in a private institution 
here or elsewhere. 

If, because of public pneury and 
neglect, conditions menacing’ to 
the health of his family develop, 
he can pull up stakes and move. 

At any rate, he is enabled to 
spend the summer or the winter 
months with his fdmily on vaca- 
tion, in the north or farther south, 
as the case may be and _ fancy 
moves him;-while the worker and 
his family is compelled to make 
their humble home their year-round 
habitation—they must stay, month 
in, month out, and face the music. 

So it is to the workers’ interests, 
more than to the interest of any 
other class of citizens, that the 
public facilities of their community 
be maintained up to the highest 
possible standard. 7 

The working men and women— 
the masses of the voters—0of At- 
lanta can get those things for their 
children if they but say the word 
on election day!, 

And they can get for Atlanta all 
of the others of the woefully-needed 
improvements contemplated -by this 
proposed bond issue, and by the 
simple, orderly, democratic process 
of exercising the highest and most 
sacred prerogative of American citi- 
zenship: That of suffrage!

THE PTOSIS SISTERS, 

A feminine correspondent wishes 
to know what I think of Gastrop- 
tosis and Enteroptosis and an oper- 
ation for them. She informes me she 


has had stomach trouble for years 
and years and a coated tongue. The 
lady incloses an original pen draw- 
ing showing what the X-ray picture 
rather unfortunately disclosed, to 
wit: the stomach apparently flop- 
ping dolorously against the anter- 
ior superior spine of hip bone, which 
is popularly if inaccurately called 
the prominence of the hip. 

These Ptosis sisters have been on 
the stage for years. Wherever Gas- 
tro appears Entero is sure to be 
her partner. Now and then the 
whole Ptosis family puts on a per- 
formance, Old Grandpa Nephropto- 
sis, Aunt Hepaptosis, and the three 
sisters: Gastro, Entero, and Colop- 
tosis.

Declares Dr. Noe 


What Makes Such Places as 
Mitchell Hospital Neces- 
sary, He Says. 


The double standard of morals, 
the working of women for less than 
a living wage, lack of parental 
training and selfish respectability, 
as the causes for the downfall of 
women, were denounced by the Rév. 
Israel: H. Noe at the Church of the 
Incarnation Sunday morning in 
preaching his sermon, on “The Eter- 
nal Magdalene.” His text was from 
Luke 7.41-48., 

In his discussion of the South 
baby case Dr. Noe declared “for the 
past week the newspapers of the 
city have given great publicity to 
the fact thet Mrs. South has adopted 
three children, claiming them as her 
own, 

“Some ‘people have blamed Mrs. 
South for her deception. Some have 
censored the newspapers for their 


exposure of tne case. Some have 
nameet that Mrs. South was justi- 
ied, 

“Bat what man or what woman” 
asked the speaker, who claims to 
be a disciple of the living Christ, 
has yet tried to find out the cause 
of that state of affairs which makes 
such a home as that of Mrs. Mitchell, 
where Mrs. South obtained her chii- 
dren, a necessity? What person has 
tried to remedy the cause and to 
bring the .fallen woman into the 
This 
will require more than state laws.” 

It was the opinion of Dr. Noe that 
the girls who fall are not always 
to blame. “As longs e stated, “as 
you have a double standard of mor- 
als, one so stern for the woman and 
so loose for the men; as long as 
you have conditions existing in At- 
lanta where the majority of the 
working girls are not receiving a 
living wage; as long as parents are 
not willing to teach their boys and 
girls the mysteries of life; so long 
will the eternal Magdalene be in our 
midst. These girls,” he said, “are 
just like ll the other girls. They 
have sought admiration, pleasure, 
and a good time, and we have not 
done our duty in supplying their 
necd and giving to them the proper 
safeguards and protection. 

“Far too many of our people are 
coid and indifferent. So the church 


must. awaken them and see to it 
that these girls are employed ‘n 
Safe surroundings; that they receive 
a living wage and are properly 
taught. That they must be received 
and loved back to life.” 

Concluding, Dr. Noe made a plea 
that Christians live out their re- 
ligion in a practical way and safe- 
guard these girls by putting a little 
cheer in life—in social service cor- 
porations, municipal recreation 
ter school and parish house ac- 
ivities.’”’

Edwin P. Ansley, who has been 
Prominent in business and real es- 
tate fields of Atlanta for years, 
and who is now developing a sub- 
division in North Atlanta leaves 
this morning for New York, where 
‘he opens offices under the name of 
“Edwin P. Ansley, Southern Securi- 
ties, a Specialty.” The office will 
be located at 25 Broad street. 

When Mr. Ansley came to Atlan- 
ta in 1871 he immediately became 
interested in the north side of the 
city. When he first began his op- 
erations East Cain street to Jackson 
hill was a red country road and 
the lot now occupied by the Ma- 
jestic hotel first sold for $100 per 
front foot. It is now worth $5,000 
per foot.

Fifteen years ago Mr. Ansley 
urged that a syndicate be formed to 
lease all the avaitable front foot- 
age on Peachtree treet between 
the railroad in the center of Atlan- 
ta, and Ellis. street.

Today Forsyth is one of Atlanta’s 
busiest streets on which are locat- 
ed in addition to the postoffice 
and city hall, the Healey building, 
Forsyth theater and building, the 
Ansley hotel, the Carnegie library, 
The Journal, the Piedmont hotel 
and other important buildings.

CARDINAL'S HAT 
FOR DOUGHERTY 


Vatican Officially An- 
nounces Honor for Amer- 
ican Archbishop to Be 
Conferred in March. 


Rome, February 13.—The vatican 
announced officially today that the 
Most Rev. Dennis J. Dougherty, 
archbishop of Philadelphia, will be 
created a cardinal at the secret 
consistory to be held, early in 
March. = 

Monsignor Dougherty will be the 
only new American cardinal named 
at the next consistory. Archbishop 
Mandelein of Chicago, and Archbis- 
hop Hayes, of New York, although 
they probably will receive the red 
hat before long, will not be includ- 
ed in the appointments in March, 
even as cardinals reserved in pec- 
tore, as the pontiff generally has 
recourse to this system only when 
there are weighty reasons not to 


| publish immediately the creation of 


certain cardinals. The most recent 
example of this was the 1916 con- 
sistory when the pope Created sev- 
eral *"rench cardinals but reserved 
in pectore Monsignor Bertram, 
archbishop of Breslau, and Mon- 
signor de Huyn, archbishop of 
Prague. The popé considered it 
unsuitable during the war to pub- 
lish the creation of two new car- 
dinals belonging to the central em- 
pires, 

Once the wWar was over Mon- 
signor Bertram was proclaimed 
cardinal in the consistory of De- 
cember, 1919, but the appointment of 
Monsignor de Huyn, who was oblig- 
ed to leave his diocese to the 
Czechoslovak Monsignor Kordao, 
was never published and perhaps 
never will be. No such important 
reasons exist for the maintenance 
of secrecy over the creation of 
American cardinals and it is not 
believed that any to be reserved 
in pectore at the next consistory 
will belong to the United States. 

Monsignor Dougherty is expected 
to arrive in Rome on February 28 
and will be received with the hon- 
ors due to his new status. He will 
be welcomed at the station by Mon- 
signor Cereretti, papal under sec- 
retary of state, and other prelates, 
laymen and members of the A™meri- 
can colony.

Mr. Harding mentioned no names 
and did not refer directly to pub- 
lished stories that some republican 
senators have vigorously opposed 
certain tentative selections. He did 
not deny, however, stories that he 
is encountering more delay than he 
had expected in completing his cab- 
inet slate. 

One of the movements which has 
taken on greater proportions recent- 
ly is that for selection of a south- 
ern republican to the cabinet. ,The 
president-elect said he had received 
manypetitions in support of Repre- 
sentative Slemp, of Virginia, and: 
several others from southern states, 
but regarded these as more personal 
than sectional in their nature. He 
would throw no light on his inten- 
tions {n regard to southern repre- 
sentation in the cabinet. - 

Diplomatic Selections, 


Although Mr. Harding is consid- 
ering the question of diplomatic ap- 
pointments KBAlong with the cabinet 
problem, it is not expected now that 
he will attempt any selections for 
diplomatic posts before inaugura- 
tion. Some of those now considered 
for the cabinet may later be trans- 
ferred to the ambassadorial list, but 
the cabinet personnel will be defi- 
nitely determined first. 

Today the president-elect saw 
Senator McCormick, of Illinois, in 
regard to foreign affairs, and Sen- 
ator McNary, of Oregon, relative 
to a program for western reclama- 
tion. He also had a long talk with

HEAVY FIRE LOSS 


IN. SANDERSVILLE 


City Located Only Twelve 

Miles From Scene of 
Disastrous Cyclone of 
Last Week. ° 


Sandersville, Ga., February 13.— 
(Special.)—Sandersville, located just 
12 miles from the scene of the dis- 
astrous cyclone which a few days 


ago laid waste the town of Oconee 
and the Gardner district, was vis- 
ited by a disastrous fire early to- 
day, when the brick Masonic build- 
ing and four wooden buildings on 
the public square were destroyed, 
entailing a toss of over $60,000.

Buildings Destroyed. 

The fire started in the law office 
of Colonel J. M. Neel, rapidly spread- 
ing into a neighboring pressing club 
and . @J. Tarbutton’s store and 
finally into George Rawlings’ store. 


+Other concerns occupying quarters 


in the building had their stocks of 
Z0ods destroyed. 

The Masonic building is reported 
to be the oldest building of its kind 
in_ Georgia, having been built in 
1856. It was an old landmark. and 
has quite a history atached to it. 
When Sherman made his march 
to the sea in 1864, his soldiers broke 
into the Masonic building and loot- 


ed it. When Sherman arrived he 
was requested by older Masons to 
spare the building, and being a Ma- 
son, granted the request, and the 
building was spar All other 
stores and public buildings were de- 
stroyed at that time. In later years 
some of the aprons and other para- 
phernalia that was taken were re- 
turned to the lodge, and these relics, 
which adorned the walls of the up- 
per floor, were lost.

“All America is on a joy ride, 
when We ought to be at a prayer 
meeting,” declared Rev. Dr. John 
Roach Straton, pastor of Trinity 
Baptist church, New York city, in 
a sermon deliverea to more than 
2,000 people in the Baptist Taber- 
nacle Sunday night. “There never 
has been such an era of worldli- 
ness, both inside the church and 
outside of it.” 

He attacked the fashion of “wom- 
en leading or being led on a string 
by contemptible little dogs, Zo and 
“substituting dogs for babies. He 
also called attention to the menace

“The substitution of dogs for ba- 
bies is a menace of critical impor- 
tance, for it strikes at the _ -very 
fountai: of life,” he said. “Women 
are giving their time and attention, 
not to babies, but to contemptible 
little dogs, not even real dogs—that 
would be bad enough—but little 
scraps of hide and hair, bleary- 
eyed and shaky-legged, and wearing 
vests ang pants when it is chilly.
